Get  Out  Fasti 

Be  Sure  To  Close  The  Door. 

Don’t  Panic  -  Stay  Calm. 

(Avoid  Panic  By  Being  Prepared.) 

•  Know  Where  The  Closest  And  2nd  Closest  Exits  Are. 

•  Don’t  Use  Elevators. 

•  Call  The  Fire  Department  When  You’re  Safe. 


IF  THE  FIRE  ISN’T  IN  YOUR  ROOM  OR  APARTMENT 


SURVIVAL  RULES 


Check  Before  Leaving  The  Safety  Of  Your  Room. 

•  If  You  See  Smoke  Curling  Under  The  Door,  Do  Not  Open  It. 

•  Feel  The  Door  For  Heat.  (Top  of  the  Door.) 

•  Brace  Yourself  Before  Opening  The  Door  —  Plant  One  Foot  Firmly  Forward 
5  Inches  From  The  Door,  Brace  The  Other  Foot  To  Maintain 

Balance,  And  Put  One  Shoulder  Against  The  Door. 

•  Check  The  Hallway  For  Smoke. 

If  The  Corridor  Is  Clear,  Get  Out  At  Once. 

If  There  Is  Smoke  In  The  Corridor,  Close  The  Door  And  Stay  In  Your  Room.  Call  The 
Fire  Department  And  Let  Them  Know  Where  You  Are. 

If  There  Is  Light  Smoke  In  The  Corridor  And  You  Must  Leave 
Your  Room,  Crawl  Under  The  Light  Smoke. 

Put  A  Damp  Cloth  Over  Your  Mouth  And  Nose. 

Don’t  Forget  Your  Room  Key. 

When  Using  Stairways,  Walk  Fast  And  Hold  Onto  The  Railings. 
Only  Help  Those  Who  Can’t  Help  Themselves  (Infants,  Bedridden  Invalids).  Let 
Professionals  Do  The  Saving  And  You  Concentrate  On  You  And  Yours. 

Don’t  Worry  About  Animals  —  They  Are  Survivors.

•  Seal  Doors  And  Ducts. 

•  Use  Water  To  Dampen  Seals. 

•  If  The  Room  Is  Full  Of  Smoke  And  A  Window

And  Ventilate  The  Room. 

•  Stay  Down  Low  And  Cover  Your 
Mouth  And  Nose. 

•  Call  The  Fire  Department  And  Let  Them 
Know  Where  You  Are. 

•  Wait,  Keep  Calm,  And  Don’t  Panic. 

•  Use  The  Bathroom  Exhaust  Fan  To  Help 
Ventilate  Your  Rooms. 

•  DON’T  JUMP!  Wait  For  Help.
